varies very considerably. While with Kenya there is 

a highly favourable trade balance, that with Uganda 
is unfavourable and in the case of Tanganyika the favour- 
able balance of previous years was turned during the first 
nine months of 1959. During 1959 the value of British 
imports from Tanganyika rose while exports decreased. 

British imports from the Sudan increased by nearly £4 
million between January and September 1959 while exports 
decreased by £2.7 million compared with the corresponding 
period of 1958. This resulted in an unfavourable balance of 
trade of some £6 million. 

The low price obtained for their commodities, repre- 
senting the main source of foreign exchange earnings, 
created certain difficulties in the export of United Kingdom 
goods to these markets.

United Kingdom Imports 

Kenya and Uganda are the main suppliers of coffee to the 
United Kingdom, these two countries together provide 
about half of the entire coffee imports. During the first 
nine months of 1959 Britain’s global imports of coffee in- 
creased to nearly 752,000 cwt as compared with 672,000 cwt 
in 1958 but due to lower prices the costs dropped from 
£12.7 million to £11.2 million. Imports of coffee from 
Africa developed as follows: (£ million):

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DEVELOPMENTS 


Nigerian Development 

The National Economic Council, in which 
all the Governments of the Federation are 
represented, has decided to publish an eco- 
nomic survey of Nigeria. This decision was 
taken at the Council’s ninth meeting which 
was held at Ibadan late last month. The 
Council also decided to proceed to an ex- 
amination of the country’s needs in the prin- 
cipal sectors of the economy. It considered 
the fundamental objective to be the achieve- 
ment and maintenance of the highest possible 
rate of increase in the standard of living and 
the creation of the necessary condition to this 
end. 

The Council considered proposals for dams 
on the Niger and Kaduna rivers and after 
discussion with the Chairman of the Electri- 
city Corporation, supported the Federal 
Government’s intention to explore every 
means of finding external funds for a £55 
million project involving a combination of 
dams on the Niger and the Kaduna rivers, 
designed to provide ample quantities of 
power at cheap rate, to effect a radical 
improvement in navigation, and to facilitate 
substantial agricultural development. 

The Council reviewed the investigation of 
the possibility of establishing an iron and 
steel industry in Nigeria and recommended 
that an immediate detailed examination of 
the proposal should be undertaken. 


Kenya land reform 

A Sessional Paper was presented to the 
Kenya Legislative Council proposing im- 
portant new changes in land policy, on 13 
October 1959. 

It was announced on 22 April 1959 that, in 
future, land tenure and management would be 
similar throughout Kenya, regardless of race 
or tribe, so far as local economic and 
agronomic factors permit. 

The Sessional Paper proposed the abolition 
of the all-European Highlands Board, and 
the adoption of a new control system, 
similar to that in force in the native lands, 
by which proposed land transactions will be 
judged only on grounds of sound agricultural 
policy and the economic use of the land and 
not on grounds of race. In addition, most 
of the farmers in the Highlands, who at 
present hold Crown leases, will be enabled to 
buy the freehold of their land. 

A new multi-racial Advisory Board is to 
be set up to help carry forward the new 
policy of the progressive disappearance of 
racial land barriers throughout Kenya. 


Bantu loan 

The Bantu Development Corporation 
advanced its first loan to African commercial 
enterprise in October. 


New Kenya broadcasting service 

The new Kenya Broadcasting Service came 
into full programme service on ! October 
and represents an important step forward in 
the cultural life of that country. It provides 
a unified broadcasting system which radiates 
English, African and Asian programmes. 

At the main transmitting station at Langata, 
near Nairobi, Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph 
Co Ltd have supplied and installed four 
new 10kW transmitters of entirely new 
design, while four older Marconi transmitters 
have been transferred from Cable & Wire- 
less Ltd, who relinquished their broadcasting 
concession in Kenya on 1 October. The 
programme input and ancillary equipment 
has also been supplied and installed by the 
Marconi Company. 

Two 10kW transmitters (Type BD268) 
operate in the high frequency band, the other 
two (Type BD227) being medium frequency 
equipments. The remaining four consist of 
two 74kW HF, one 2kW MEF and one 
5kW MF transmitters. 

The 10kW transmitters are especially 
designed for simplicity in installation (no 
under-floor ducting is required) and ease of 
maintenance. 


Union coinage system 

The Union of South Africa’s change-over 
to a decimal coinage system has been carried 
forward with the appointment of a Decima- 
lization Board. Plans are being made for a 
banknote factory, the first in the Union, to be 
built near Pretoria. By the time the factory 
is in production it will have cost about 
£500,000 (£300,000 for the building and 
£200,000 for equipment). The special paper 
to be used for the notes (called Rands) will 
be imported. 

The deputy governor of the Reserve Bank 
and chairman of the Decimalization Board, 
said recently that complete conversion to 
decimal coinage would be achieved probably 
by February 1961. 


Sudan’s Development Programme 
Expenditure on development by the Sudan 
Government during the year ending 30 June 
1960 is estimated at £S 8.6 million, compared 
with actual expenditures of £S 16.3 million 
in fiscal 1958/59, £S 16.4 million in 1957/58, 
and an average of £S 8.1 million during the 
three-year period 1954/55—1956/57. To re- 
duce expenditure during the current fiscal 
year, the Government had to revise the target 
for the completion of the Managil Extension 
project. It is now planned to complete only 


half of the third phase of the project by June 
1960. The 1959/60 allocation toward the 
cost of the hydro-electric station at the Sennar 
dam and its ancillary installations is £S 1 
The project will cost £S 4.7 million. 


million. 


Ghana Bank 

The first commercial branch of the Ghana 
Commercial Bank was opened in London 
during October. This branch will greatly 
increase Ghana’s participation in the world’s 
financial and economic affairs. 


Pyrethrum for USA 

Pyrethrum, the basis for many insecticides, 
is being flown by BOAC and East African 
Airways and exported to the USA. It is 
expected that between 70 and 120 tons of 
pyrethrum extract will be exported yearly. 
The pyrethrum is sent by road from Goma in 
the Belgian Congo to Kasese from there to 
Entebbe in Uganda by rail and from Entebbe 
to London by BOAC and then to New York 
by sea, taking in all about 15 days. 


Egypt—Sudan trade 

Egypt and the Sudan have reached agree- 
ment in talks on trade and financial relations, 

Both sides agreed on items for an exchange 
of trade between the two countries, and est- 
ablished a trade margin which the two govern- 
ments would not exceed. Egypt and the 
Sudan talks on the distribution of the Nile 
waters have been concluded. Information 
will be included in the December issue of 
Africa Trade and Development. It has al- 
ready been announced that agreement has 
been reached on compensation to be paid 
for the flooding of Sudanese land caused 
by the building of the Egyptian High 
Dam. 


Record Sales of Gum Arabic 

A new record in the production of gum 
arabic was made in Northern Nigeria in 
1958/59, when 3,410 tons were sold to the 
United Africa Company at Nguru for 
£290,000. This firm is at present the only 
one buying gum arabic from Northern 
Nigeria. 

Much of the credit for this record goes to the 
Forestry Staff who have been giving instruc- 
tions and advice on correct tapping of the 
Acacia Senegal tree which produces the gum. 

The confectionery trade takes the highest 
proportion of first grade gum arabic for use in 
the making of sweets and a certain amount is 


used in pharmacy. Lower grades are used as * 


gum for stationery, stamps and the preparation 
of artist’s water colours. The poorest grades 
are used in the manufacture of matches. 


Libyan airfield expansion 

A £lm contract for the development of 
the airfield at El Adem, Libya, has been 
awarded by the Air Ministry to Gammon 
(Malaya) 1959, civil engineers and contractors, 
of the Gammon group of companies. 


Sudan textile mill 

The Government of Sudan are considering 
four proposals to establish textile mills in 
the Sudan. The Director of Commerce in 
the Sudan Government has requested for 
Indian co-operation for setting up a textile 
mill. 
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The Sudan Cotton Crop 
1958—1959 


HE 1958/1959 coTTON crop of the Sudan totalled 
665,638 bales of both long and short staple varieties. 
Long staple cotton was grown by the Sudan Gezira 
Board, 366,547 bales; by Government schemes, 50,349 
bales and from private estates, 193,244 bales making a total 
of 610,140 bales. Short staple cotton supplies are con- 
siderably lower and total 55,498 bales of which 54,898 bales 
come from the Nuba Mountains and 600 bales from 
Equitoria. 

The Sudan Government has issued a final cotton progress 
report for the year giving an average overall yield for long 
staple cotton at 3.97 kantars per feddan (1 kantar=99.05 Ib: 
1 feddan=1,038 acres) and the short staple cotton average 
yield at 0.96 kantars per feddan. 

It must also be taken into account that the carry-over 
from the last two seasons stood at 260,000 bales unsold as 
at | January 1959. If these bales are added to the figure 
for 1958/1959 it will bring the total number of bales sold 
during the season up to 930,644.

Cotton sales were conducted at a brisk rate at the Gezira 
Board auctions and all supplies were sold by 11 August 1959. 
Until the new crop comes on the market in 1960 all auctions 
have been suspended. 

The new crop has been successfully sown despite certain 
apprehension earlier in the year due to the late arrival of the 
seasonal rains. However heavy rainfalls have now allowed 
for sowing under favourable conditions. The second 
phase of the Managil Extension has been brought into 
cultivation and has added a further 74,000 feddans under 
cotton. The total area sown in the Sudan this coming 
season will be some 386,000 feddans. 

Seventy-five per cent of the private cotton grown in the 
Sudan is financed by the Agricultural Credit Bank which 
has advanced an estimated £S 5 million during 1958/1959.

In the foreseeable future 
it is quite plain to us that the greatest increase in the national 
wealth of Western Nigeria will come from the optimum use 
of the land and its agricultural potentialities which means 
that the pace of industrialization of Western Nigeria as well 
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as the expansion of its social services will largely depend 
upon the success achieved in developing agriculture. 


We have, in this, followed three major lines of approach— 
the improvement of the existing farming systems and tech- 
niques, the encouragement of plantation development and, 
more recently, plans have been completed for the establish- 
ment of co-operative farm settlements where young men 
trained in farm institutes will be settled on their own 
holdings. 


We are aiming to improve and modernize our agriculture, 
not only to increase our standard of living but to obtain the 
resources necessary for industrialization. We are convinced 
that the soundest and shrewdest way to industrialization lies 
in the utilization of our host of indigenous products. We 
have from the start co-ordinated our agricultural and in- 
dustrial development plans. 


Our current £100 million (1955/60) five-year development 
plan concentrates on social services and laying a firm base 
for agricultural improvement and industrial expansion and 
foreign investment. In fact, so much progress has been made 
with the provision of social services, in particular education 
and medical services, that we are now able to give the highest 
priority to the stimulation of agricultural and industrial pro- 
duction. This is to ensure that our economy is sufficiently 
strengthened to enable a further advance to be made in 
living standards and to provide a better way of life for all 
sections of the community. 


Our next five-year development plan will be devoted 
largely to co-ordinated development of agriculture on 
modern scientific plantation lines and the creation of new 
industries. 


Our agricultural development is moving so swiftly today 
that there are countless opportunities in the establishment 
of new modern plantations for citrus fruit, pineapples, 
cashew nuts, coffee, cocoa, rubber, oil palms and even beef 
cattle. 


We have already established a number of industries in 
partnership with foreign enterprise, including cement, 
asbestos cement, textiles, liquified petroleum gas, plastics, 
metal window and door frames, radio and television but there 
is tremendous scope for new industries. 


In this category are included tanning and leather manu- 
facture, matches, paper, fertilizers, distilling, rubber tyres, 
paints and varnishes and other such industries. 


There are many industries, however, which we consider 
are best left completely to private enterprise. In this 
category are placed all the assembling industries and others 
for the manufacture of biscuits, fibre products, enamel ware, 
glass, bricks and titles and furniture. 


I would like to emphasize that there is considerable scope 
for all kinds of secondary industries in Western Nigeria in 
addition to those which I have mentioned and I urge foreign 
businessmen to go over to Western Nigeria for themselves 


and to give us recommendations for the establishment of 
new industries. 


Our partnership offer is applicable both to industries est- 
ablished in conjunction with government agencies and to 
industries established in conjunction with our private enter- 
prise. I would like to state categorically that we do not 
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insist on holding a majority share in all the industries which 
are established in Western Nigeria. We relate the ratio of 
capital participation to each specific business proposition. 
Each venture is considered on its merits and the ratio of 
capital participation is fixed by agreement between us and 
and the particular foreign investor concerned. In quite 
a number of our newly established industries our govern- 
ment agencies have only a minority share holding. 


We already have a flourishing Development Corporation 
which has, in recent years, gone into business on a partner- 
ship basis with a number of foreign investors. This cor- 
poration is responsible for initiating projects both in agri- 
culture and industry and for programmes of commercial, 
professional and technical training. Its chief value for the 
investor is that it leads the way in investigating industrial 
possibilities and is ready to participate as a partner in new 
projects. Behind the Development Corporation stands the 
Finance Corporation, which has some capital available for 
credit assistance to new industries. 


My government is a firm believer in private enterprise and 
much of the new development now taking place in Western 
Nigeria is being initiated and implemented by local business- 
men. My government is encouraging the growth of a new 
middle-class entrepreneur and not only urges the creation of 
partnerships between local and foreign private enterprise 


but is prepared to provide financial backing for these 
ventures. 


Capital can be lent to our own businessmen who enter 
into partnership with foreign interests on sound projects or 
whenever foreign interests are unable to find, initially, the 
right local partner: for an approved project, the Western 
Nigerian Government will consider taking up shares in the 
project and to hold them in trust until such time as suitable 
local businessmen are attracted to the project. At this 
stage the government sells its shares in the projects and 
leaves the venture solely in the hands of private enter- 
prise. 


Businessmen will want to make sure that there are safe- 
guards against political control, tax discrimination and 
possible expropriation or confiscation of capital. An assur- 
ance is given that whether partnerships are formed with our 
government agencies or with private businessmen, foreign 
capital investments are indefeasibly guaranteed against any 
form of expropriation, sequestration or confiscation. 


We appreciate that unless we can offer a good deal with 
suitable guarantees companies will not want to risk their 
capital with us. It is therefore in our own interest to make 
our Offers as attractive and generous as we possibly can. 


Nigeria will attain complete independence on | October 
1960, and her unquestioned position as the largest nation in 
Africa will make it a logical base from which the untapped 
potential of West Africa, and other parts of Africa as well, 
can be developed. It is our belief that the development of a 
politically stable and economically viable Nigeria will serve 
our mutual interests. 


We extend to everyone a hearty invitation to come and 
take an interest in the development of the New Nigeria. I 
would like to say that we are always at your service, both 
in Western Nigeria and at my own office here in Great 
Portland Street in London.

The sponsors of the exhibitions—Quality 
Publications (Exhibitions)}—ran the Hotel 
and Catering Exhibition in Nairobi earlier 
this year. 


The Motor Show from the 19 to the 
23 January 1960, will be the first of its kind 
to be held in East Africa. A smaller edition 
of the world-famous London, Paris and New 
York Motor Shows, it will have comprehen- 
sive displays of the latest models available in 
East Africa from the large luxury cars to the 
smaller shopping car for the woman of the 
house. Special displays will include access- 
ories, lighting equipment, cleaning materials 
and fuels. 


With the inauguration of the Kenya Broad- 
casting Service and the probable introduction 
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of television to Kenya, radio and television 
will be one of the leading talking points in 
1960. The Radio and Television Show from 
the 10 to the 14 May will capture this 
interest at its height. There will be displays 
of both technical and programme aspects of 
radio and television and the show in general 
will provide a common ground for listeners, 
viewers, retailers, manufacturers, artists and 
producers. 


The Home and Catering Exhibition, from 
8 to 12 March 1960, will display large 
and small equipment for the hotelier and 
caterer.

South African Orders for AEI 

Winders 

Two 5,200 hp AC winders, the largest of 
their kind, are to be supplied by Associated 
Electrical Industries (Heavy Plant Division) 
to two South African mining companies. 
One is for the Stilfontein Gold Mining 
Company’s Scott Shaft and the other for the 
Western Reefs No 4 Shaft of the Anglo- 
American Corporation (South Africa). Both 
winders will have the AEI system of 
dynamic braking, in which the field of a 
rotary exciter is controlled by a transductor. 
Each of the installations consists of a twin- 
motor drive controlled by a liquid resistance. 

The orders were placed with AEI Export 
Ltd. Vickers-Armstrongs (Engineers) Ltd 
designed the mechanical part of each winder, 
which will consist of a drum 16 feet in dia- 
meter, with two compartments, both clutched. 
Each compartment will be six feet wide and 
will accommodate four layers of rope. The 
Vanderbijl Engineering Corporation will 
manufacture this part of the equipment. 

In the Scott Shaft of the Stilfontein 
Company, the two cages will be suitable for 
either men or materials. The depth of the 
shaft is 6,500 feet, and the winding rate 3,000 
feet a minute. Each cage will accommodate 
eighty-eight men.

£200 million chemical industry 

The production of the South African 
Chemical industry will increase to about £200 
million in 1968, according to the general 
manager of the Industrial Development 
Corporation. This is approximately £70 
million more than the 1956 total. 

A meeting in Pretoria last month, was told 
that the industry had grown from 204 
chemical producers in 1938, with a total pro- 
duction worth £12 million and with about 
£5.6 million invested in land and buildings, 
to 378 producers in 1956, with a total pro- 
duction worth £130 million and with an 
investment of £85 million in land and 
buildings. Twenty years ago, there were 
about 13,000 employees in the industry, 
while in 1955/56 there were 43,000. It is 
expected that this figure will reach 66,000 
by 1968. 


Bicycle factory for Federation 

Plans are well-advanced for establishing 
the Federation of Rhodesia’s first bicycle 
factory at Mufulira. It will cost £100,000 
and will go into production in January 1960 
turning out 400 machines a month for sale 
in the Federation and other African countries. 

The building had been erected, part of the 
plant installed and more machinery is to be 
ordered, probably from Germany. The 
factory will at first employ three European

supervisors and 40 Africans, who will have 
been specially trained. Expansion to 1,000 
bicycles a month is provided for. 

It is hoped to export bicycles to the Belgian 
Congo, Nigeria, Ghana and any other 
African territory where they could be sold. 
The project is backed by Federal capital and 
the trade name on the bicycles will be 
“*Federal’’. 


Sir Lindsay Parkinson & Co. 

The Twenty-second Annual Ordinary 
General Meeting of Sir Lindsay Parkinson 
and Co, Ltd was held on 29 September at the 
Piccadilly Hotel, London. 

The following is an extract from the cir- 
culated statement of Mr. A. E. Parkinson, 
Chairman: 

Nigeria: We have recently been entrusted 
with a contract for the construction of Tele- 
vision Studios and Transmitter Stations in 
Western Nigeria for the Government of 
Western Nigeria in association with Overseas 
Rediffusion Ltd. 

Ghana: Considerable progress has been 
made on the Tema Harbour contract, which 
is being carried out by Parkinson Howard 
Ltd. The main contract is nearing comple- 
tion, and the final value will exceed £12 
million. During the current year the associ- 
ated Company has secured a contract for a 
new road in connection with the preliminary 


part of the Volta River Scheme, at a value of 
some £400,000. 


Industrial and Agricultural Company, Limited 

Economic development in the Eastern 
Region of Nigeria is to be fostered by a new 
company, Industrial and Agricultural 
Company, Limited, with a registered office 
in Enugu. 

Formed jointly by the Government of the 
Eastern Region and the Colonial Develop- 
ment Corporation, the new company will be 
primarily concerned with the investigation 
and promotion of commercial projects for 
industrial and agricultural development in the 
Eastern Region. 

The company will normally seek to work 
with commercial associates and thus to en- 
list further capital and technical skills. In 
some cases it may mount and operate pro- 
jects itself. 

The authorized share capital is £286,000 of 
which £116,000 will be subscribed by the 
Government of the Eastern Region and 
£170,000 by the CDC, subscriptions will be 
called in accordance with the needs of the 
company. 

The arrangements for this significant new 
venture have been made with the Govern- 
ment of Eastern Nigeria through the CDC’s 
West African subsidiary, Development Corp- 
oration (West Africa) Limited. 
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AID RECOMMENDED FOR 
SMALL AFRICAN FIRMS 


Industry set up the Advisory Committee on Aids to 

African Businessmen to review measures already taken 
to assist African businessmen; to make recommendations 
as to what measures should be taken in the future; and to 
examine the Ghana Guarantee Credit Corporation and 
other proposals for providing credit facilities for African 
importers and exporters and to propose a scheme. The 
Committee’s report was completed in November 1958 and 
was issued in October 1959. 

The Committee, under the chairmanship of Chief H. O. 
Davies, B COM, BL, a Lagos lawyer, examined the problems 
in a series of sub-committees dealing with: Ghana Credit 
Corporation Ordinance; Credit Facilities; Trades Asso- 
ciations; Income Tax and Customs Duty and their effects 
on the small trader; Managerial and Technical Skill and 
Business Integrity; Foreign Capital and Legal Restrictions 
on Aliens. 

Reviewing the situation the Committee suggested that the 
Colonial regime had left Nigeria handicapped by lack of 
capital, technical skill and managerial capacity which has 
created in African businessmen an “insecurity complex” 
in his unequal competition with expatriate rivals with their 
long tradition of wealth and business technique. If the 
political progress of the country is not to be jeopardized by 
this handicap in the economic field, Government must 
organize the institutions and agencies which can provide 
scope for a remedy. The report emphasizes that such 
measures should not be used to bolster up inefficiency or 
mediocrity but to assist the efficient African businessman to 
reach the top. 

To this end the Report has no less than thirty recommen- 
dations and conclusions to put forward. These include 
proposals that Government should make a determined and 
sustained effort to encourage secondary exports; ware- 
houses should be built for importers and exporters ; there 
should be speedier handling of commercial documents; 
Government should create a special fund for long-term 
loans to traders. 

There should be a multi-purpose institute which will not 
only provide credit but would also, by encouraging the

formation and growth of Trade Associations, create the 
—_— for training in managerial capacity and technical 
skills. 

Such a credit institution should have the right, in appro- 
priate cases, to demand a measure of control as a condition 
of loan. All credit institutions should have the widest 
powers to enforce compliance with sound business principles; 

Government should not only educate African business- 
men in the aims and objects of Trade Associations but 
should actively encourage their formation and development; 

Government should take steps to encourage the develop- 
ment of technical and managerial skill among the African 
trading community on the basis that the best way to acquire 
such skill is by the management of a business, however 
small. 

It should be recognized that the average African is an 
individual trader and that the background to this fact should 
be taken into account when formulating tax policies. 

There should be provision for tax reliefs for the small 
businessmen. 

In partnerships between African and non-Africans every 
opportunity should be given to the African partner to 
understudy the business at all levels and to acquire equity 
shares in the business concerned so that he may appreciate 
the risks and learn how decisions are made. 

In issuing import licences only African importers should 
be considered where the capital outlay is small or where the 
imported goods are necessary in the domestic economy. 

Road transport businesses should be reserved for 
Africans. 

A hire purchase ordinance should be drawn up and im- 
porters of vehicles and machinery should be deemed to 
warrant that spare parts are available for such equipments 
during the first twelve months after sale.

Second discount house, Rhodesia 

Details of a second discount house for 
the Federation have been released by 
Anglo American Corporation, one of its 
sponsors. The formation of the new 
company was announced to the UFP 
Congress at Lusaka on 17 September. The 
company, to be called British and Rhodesian 
Discount House, Ltd, started business in 
Salisbury on 1 October. It operates on the 
same lines as London discount houses, 
accepting call money (deposits which can be 
withdrawn on demand) from banks and 
other financial institutions. 

The company will also discount short-term 
securities, particularly Federal Treasury 
Bills, bankers’ acceptances, and short-dated 
bonds. The company was registered with an 
authorized capital of £250,000, of which half 
will be issued and paid up. It is sponsored 
by Anglo American, a London discount house, 
Smith St Aubyn and Co, and other banking 
and financial institutions in Rhodesia and 
overseas.

Tenders for the Egyptian Railways 

The British Property Commission in Cairo 
have advised us that the present regulations 
governing calls for tenders by the Egyptian 
Railways are as follows: 

Foreign firms can obtain details of 
Egyptian Railways calls for tenders, inclu- 
ding specifications, drawings and conditions, 
through their agents in Egypt registered on 
the Egyptian Railways approved lists. Firms 
not represented in Egypt can apply to the 
Director-General, Egyptian Railways, Cairo, 
to be advised of each call for tenders, to enable 
them to appoint an agent or representative 
to collect the above documents on their 
behalf whenever they wish to participate. 
The Egyptian Railways Administration will 
recognize only agents or representatives who 
present the necessary supporting documents 
for this purpose. Firms wishing to be includ- 
ed in the approved lists of suppliers for the 
Egyptian Railways should submit their 
applications to the Director-General of 
Stores, Egyptian Railways, Cairo, on a 
special form, which can be obtained from the 
Director-General of Railways and on which 
firms can indicate the items in which they are 
interested. 

The British Property Commission, which 
has been working in Cairo since May, is 
concerned with the implementation of the 
Anglo-Egyptian Financial Agreement, and 
is not able to report on Egyptian firms or 
supply agency recommendations. It will 
not be possible to resume this service until 
full diplomatic relations are restored.

South Africa 

Bouwer Cost-Plus Corporation Ltd, PO 
Box 1170, Johannesburg, have informed the

Bouwer Cost-Plus Corporation Ltd, were 
formed in 1946 with the object of becoming a 
co-operative society. This met with very 
little public support and the concern reverted 
to ordinary wholesale and retail trading. 

They are manufacturers and distributors of 
electric and paraffin heated washing machines 
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which are manufactured by a wholly owned 
subsidiary, Bouwer Industries Limited. 
They are also wholesale distributors of re- 
frigerators, radios, household appliances and 
the sole South African representatives of a 
Swiss sewing machine manufacturer. The 
South African concern who claim to be able, 
through dealers, to give complete coverage 
throughout the Union and South West 
Africa, are considered to be a suitable 
connection for United Kingdom firms.

TRADE 
AGREEMENTS 


Morocco—Bulgaria 

A trade agreement was signed in Rabat on 
13 August and the text was published during 
October of an agreement between Morocco 
and Bulgaria. This agreement will be valid 
for one year as from August 1959. 

The main items of imports by Morocco are 
textiles (125 million francs), machinery for 
agriculture and industrial and machine tools 
(70 million frs), chemicals (70 million frs) and 
kachkavel, cheese and butter (50 million frs). 

Moroccan exports include hyperphosphates 
and superphosphates (100 million frs),dried 
fruits (50 million frs), olives and olive oil 
(42 million frs). 


Tunisia— Yugoslavia 

A Tunisian-Yugoslav Mixed Commission 
meeting in Tunis in July 1959, agreed to 
extend the existing trade agreement for a 
further year as from July 1959-30 July 1960. 

Main Tunisian imports include textiles 
(US$ 500,000), sawn timber and fibre board 
(US$ 400,000), machines, motors and tools 
(US$ 200,000), dried vegetables (US$ 180,000). 

Main Tunisian exports include phosphates 
and products (US$ 3,100,000), sea salt 
(US$ 100,000), raw skins (US$ 70,000). 


Tunisia— Bulgaria 

A Tunisian-Bulgarian Mixed Commission 
met in Tunis in August 1959 and agreed on an 
extension of the current trade agreement 
for a further year, from 1 August-31 July 
1960. 

The main Tunisian imports include fabrics 
(US$ 350,000), tobacco (US$ 200,000), 
cigarettes (US$ 220,000), diesel engines and 
pumps (US$ 100,000). Tunisian exports 
include phosphates, hyper- and superphos- 
phates (US$ 750,000), citrus fruit (US$ 
200,000), olive-oil and olives (US$ 190,000), 
barley (US$ 100,000).
